Started by the Church of the Brethern, and now expanded to include 

groups from all faiths, the Heifer Project painstakingly collects the pennies 

of chicldren .nd larger coins from adults. in church and other groups, buys 

the best breeding stock available, ships it by air, and 1hen even supplies 

trained technicians to teach the recipients animal husbandry. 

Sometimes farm children in pQur-H and Future Farmer clubs fegP 

contributeSli their own animals, at for what most American' would find 

considerable sacrifice. A not unusual value for some of these animals is ^250. 00. 

Not infrequently,, the cost or air shipment exceeds the cost of the stock. There 

are cases where private planes had to be hired to reach out-of-the way places. 

Burros have be en used in the '-ndes to carry pigs to remote farms. 

Each problem is a separate fase. In parts of Mexico, where milk is s'ssxswf 

almost as scarce as animal feed, g3sa±s milk goats are sent. The only geese in 
very small 

Liberia are from a Maryland farm (mine). 

The neifer Project also supervises the agricultural work of the Peace 
Corps and in many ways helps other groups. For exa.mple, it arranged and paid 
for the shipment of Liberia’s geese, vihich are now in a boys’ vocational 
school, under the control of s young American teaching for the International 
Voluntary Services. 

Marshall Johnson, the teacher, lives and works under frontier conditions, 
•^e had to build his own home.., has no , electrieivy,, with ’I'toich to operate incubators 
and yet has undertaken an sgricultural'-assistanbe -program entirely on his own.
